The B. L. L. E. is not often before the public, 
but when it speaks through its responsible offi­ 
cials, it is heard with attention. The declarations 
of the head of this order, Warren E. Stone, sub­ 
mitted in his report to the triennial convention of 
the order now in session at Cleveland, have neces­ 
sarily aroused public interest, having as they do 
behind them the authority which comes from one 
of the most significant figures in the labor move­ 
ment. Mr. Stone said in his report that organized 
labor is today facing the worst crisis in its his­ 
tory. This is probably true, as.it is true that for 
nearly a year past the farmers of America have 
been passing through the worst crisis they have 
ever had and have been unsuccessful in their ef­ 
forts to prevent heavy and general losses. The 
labor organizations, in spite of the difficult crisis 
which they are facing, have been more success­ 
ful than any other class of Americans in prevent 
ing losses in the past year. While Mr. Stone's re­ 
marks have a gloomy tinge, it is by no means cer­ 
tain, that the organizations will not be able to 
stave off losses. 
But the statement, which has most to it, made 
by Mr. Stone, is that twenty thousand members 
of the Brotherhood of Locomotive Engineers, al­ 
most a fourth of the membership, were without 
employment. 
This reveals the trend of modern 
industrial conditions, not to cut wages but to lay 
off men. So far, in the present crisis, which is a 
crisis not only for the laboring classes but for 
America, as wages have not been generally cut, 
but thousands upon thousands of men have been 
Laid off. There is only slight indication that this 
is to be stopped toon—the discharge of men be­ 
cause industry cannot phy all its expenses. 
Leaders both in industry and in labor must 
necessarily be concerned over men being thrown 
out of jobe by the thousands thus increasing the 
already vast number of the unemployed. One 
phase of the problem now facing the country is at 
put industry back on a paying basis, so that it can 
offer good wages and still have jobs for the men 
who want to work.—Montgomery AdvertUer.
